TIT  HI  X*  A  POSITIVE  CtVAFOKT 

Many  brethren  hare  written  on  tailing  a*  a 
aonrca  of  prosperity;  and  tbe  teatlmonles  along 
thla  lino  are  common  and  numeroua.  We  need 
not  add  to  them.  But  we  bellere  that  writer* 
oo  thla  subject  hare  to  »ome  extent  overlooked 
the  fact  that  the  practice  of  tithing  1*  a  genuine 
comfort.  We  will  ment  on  two  or  three  point* 
In  proof  of  thla. 

1.  A  man  who  tithe*  cannot  be  accused  of  *tln 
glneea.  Thi*  accusation  Is  almost  certain  to  b« 
lodged  against  every  prosperous  man  who  is.  as 
he  should  be.  economical,  but  not  a  tither.  A 
prosperous  Christ  an  ought  to  save  himself  and 
bis  name  from  this  damaging  accusation. 

i.  A  man  who  tithes  always  has  something  to 
give.  Thi*  Is  not  the  case  with  all  who  do  not 
tithe.  Speaking  from  experience,  (and  the  wri¬ 
ter  haa  had  experience  on  both  sides  of  the  ques¬ 
tion)  In  the  days  when  we  did  not  practice  tith¬ 
ing  we  remember  that  many  a  time  came  when 
we  simply  "had  nothing  that  we  could  give  to 
this  good  object.”*  Such  an  experience  has  never 
come  since  the  writer  began  tbe  duty  of  tithing. 
We  have  had  requests  to  which  we  did  not  give, 
but  It  was  not  because  there  was  nothing  In  the 
treasury.  What  a  comfort  to  always  have  some 
to  give. 

3.  A  Uther  know*  exactly  what  he  Is  doing. 
Brethren  who  do  not  tithe  simply  do  not  know 
how  much  they  give  or  what  proportion.  They 
almost  always  think  they  "give  more  than  a 
tenth;"  and.  we  may  add,  when  finally  they  can 
bo  mad*  to  do  a  little  counting  up  they  find  they 
hare  landed  to  less  than  a  tenth.  We  doubt  If

SOMETHING  TO  CONSIDER. 

At  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  In  Chatta¬ 
nooga,  Mr.  Walter  M.  I-ee  of  Georgia,  offered  a 
resolution  calling  for  the  appointment  of  a  com. 
mittee  to  recommend  "methods  and  policies  for 
gathering  and-  preserving  historical  records  of 
Southern  Baptists.' 

The  committee  brought  In  the  following  report: 

"1.  We  recommend  that  a  Baptists  Historical 
Society  be  organised  In  every  State  not  now  hav¬ 
ing  such  a  society. 

“2.  That  Walter  M.  I-ee  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  corresponding  with  the  several  states 
with  a  velw  of  effecting  such  organisations. 

"2.  That  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  R.  W. 
Weaver,  W.  J.  McGlothlin  and  Walter  M.  Lee  be 
appointed  to  work  out  suggested  plans  for  the 
states  and  to  make  a  fuller  report  to  this  Commit¬ 
tee  before  the  next  session  of  the  Convention. 

"4.  That  the  Sunday  School  Board  be  requested 
favorably  to  consider  the  establishment  of  a  de¬ 
partment  of  historical  survey  In  connection  with 
Its  work  of  statistical  surveys. 

The  writer  went  before  the  committee  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  work  of  the  various  states  along 
this  line  head  up  in  the  department  of  statistics 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  which  Is  now  under 
direction  of  Dr.  E.  P.  Alldredge.  The  committee 
accepted  the  suggestion  and  Incorporated  It  Into 
their  report. 

I  think  this  a  timely  move  on  tbe  part  of  South¬ 
ern  Raptists  and  I  am  anxious  to  see  Mississippi 
co-operate  heartily  In  this  effort  to  gather  and 
preserve  our  historical  records. 

In  the  establishment  of  our  Library  Department 
at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  we  developed  the 
plan  with  the  Idea  of  having  four  distinct  features 
In  connection  with  the  department.  Ftrst.A  Cir¬ 
culating  Library;  second,  a  Book  Exchange: 
third,  A  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  and 
fourth,  A  Rook  Review. 

Our  Library  Department  has  already  begun  to 
accumulate  historical  records  and  Is  prepared  to 
take  In  hand  the  very  work  contemplated  In  the 
resolution  of  the  brother  from  Georgia. 

I  am  anxious  that  oul-  Convention  shall  take 
some  steps  to  revive  Interest  in  this  work,  which 
seems  to  have  pratlcally  died  out  In  Mississippi 
since  the  dissolution  of  the  Old  Haptlst  Historical 
Society,  which  for  a  number  of  years  gave.empha- 
sls  to  this  work. 

We  will  some  day  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  neg'ected  to  put  Into  permanent  form  for 
future  generation  the  writings  and  doings  of  the 
men  and  women  among  us  who  are  doing  most  to 
set  forward  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

I  want  to  suggest  the  re-organisation  of  the 
Baptist  Historical  Society  so  that  the  work  of  tbe 
society  may  head  up  in  the  Library  Department 
which  we  have  established  here  at  headquarters, 
where  we  have  a  commodious  building  and  ample 
facilities  for  compiling  and  preserving  such  rec¬ 
ords. 

I  want  the  brethren  to  think  about  this  matter 
and  write  to  me  giving  suggestions  from  which 
we  may  formulate  some  plan  to  present  to  our 
Convention.

Some  ons  Is  going  to  say  at  once  that  tbs  sub¬ 
ject  Is  out  of  order  because  the  New  Testament 
Is  sllnet  on  tbe  subject.

disappoint  them.  Aa  I  sit  In  my  comfortable 
room  warmly  clad,  or  sleep  on  my  worm  bed 
with  plenty  of  covjr,  I  cannot  but  compare  my 
condition  with  :ne  people  across  th»  waters  who 
have  already  suffered  ten  times  more  than  we 
Americans,  and  I  could  not  be  utlsfled  If  I  did, 
not  divide  my  comforts  with  them.  Perhape  there 
ia  no  home  (hat  cannot  spare  one  garment.  If  the 
feet  of  your  stocklnggs  are  worn  out.  cut  them 
off  and  send  tbe  legs,  out  of  which  mothers  will 
make  stocklnga  for  their  little  children;  bet  don't 
send  any  soiled  garments.

Under  the  leadership  of  J.  H  An¬ 
derson.  well-known  Baptist  Layman, 
who  la  President  of  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  Convention,  as  well  as  a  re¬

drive  Is  finally  completed.  The  aim 
is  to  enlist  one  Baptist  out  of  every 
four  In  a  tlthers  club,  and  it  Is  be¬ 
lieved  this  amount  will  be  realized. 
The  first  report  by  telegraph  was 
that  1400  names  had  been  enrol'ed 
with  several  other  churches  to  hear 
from. 

Thorough  preparation  for  the  drive 
was  had  through  the  use  of  four 
minute  speakers  before  the  Sunday 
Schools.  BYPV's  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  of  the  churches,  as  well  as 
through  sermons  by  the  pastors  In 
which  tithing  was  emphasized  as  the 
minimum  of  a  Chrlstian'ssupport  for 
the  Lord's,  work.  This  campaign  of 
special  preperat'on  was  conducted 
for  four  weeks  preceding  the  canvass 
and  was  regarded  as  the  largest  con¬ 
tributing  factor  to  the  success  of  the 
drive.  It  Is  confidently  believed  by 
the  headquarters  of  the  Laymens  Mis¬ 
sionary  Movement  located  In  Knox¬ 
ville,  that  If  a  similar  organization 
were  effected,  and  similar  effort  put 
forth  In  every  Baptist  community  In 
the  South,  that  considerably  more 
than  the  halfmrilon  tlthers  sought 
In  the  campaign  would  be  enrolled. 

As  Is  generally  known,  Mr.  Ander¬ 
son  is  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com 
mlttee  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement  and  a  member  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Sev¬ 
enty-five  Million  Campaign.  The 
Conservation  Commission  Is  greatly 
Interested  In  the  success  of  the  tlthers 
campaign,  believing  that  It  will  be 
a  large  contributing  factor  In  the  ul¬ 
timate  succeas  of  the  capalgn,  aa  well 
as  provide  for  a  more  liberal  support 
of  all  our  organised  work  through¬ 
out  the  years  ahead.
